1—Inventor (1878-_). His high-frequency alternator, one of many radio- 
communication inventions, made worldwide wireless possible. 
2—Physicist (1905- _). Nobel Prize winner (1936), he discovered the pos- 
itron (positively charged electron) in the cosmic radiation. 
3—Physician (1785-1853). His experiments with a wound-shattered stomach 
established the first early knowledge of the physiology of digestion. 
4—Jurist (1824-98). His writings on constitutional law provided courts with 
widened authority to curb legislative power of government. 
5—Actress (1816-76). In her day, leading lady of the American theater, 
known as “the greatest Lady Macbeth of her age. 
6—Physicist (1881 ). Nobel Prize winner (1937) and codiscoverer of 
diffraction and velocity-wavelength relationship of electrons. 
7—Social Reformer (1802-87). Her investigations and exposé resulted in 
founding or enlargement of insane asylums in 15 states and Canada. 
8—Jurist (1805-94). His codification of state law was adopted widely in the 
USS. and influenced many British judicial reforms. 
9—Actor (1806-72). One of the greatest tragedians of the 19th Century, his 
own private life ended in years of notorious scandals. 
10—Statesman (1761-1849), Secretary of Treasury, Minister to France and 
England, and known as “the father of American ethnology.” 
11—Educator (1831-1908). Organizer and first president of Johns Hopkins 
University, which helped raise the level of U.S, medical training. 
12—Botanist (1810-88). Leading American botanist of his day, a book of his 
was the most popular botany text used for several generations. 

As first president of the University of Chicago, 
he helped to make it one of the great universities of the US. 
14—Inventor (1812-86). His invention of rotary press, which quadrupled 
the speed of printing, ushered in the era of modern publishing. 
15—Judge (1763-1847). His opinions, handed down in written form for 
time in N.Y. supreme court, are widely influential in the U.S. 
16—Educator (1826-1906). As Dean of Harvard Law School, introduced now 
common “case method” of teaching law from specific court decisions. 
17—Chemist (1875-1946). One of most versatile physical chemists in 
he helped invent cyclotron and formulate theories of atomic structure, 
18—Jurist (1764-1836). His code of procedure drafted for Louisiana legis- 
lature was first real codification of state law in the U. 
19—Educator (1797-1849). Founder of first permanent institution for higher 
education of women (now called Mount Holyoke College).

I am a country girl from Minnesota and the 
last thing I ever expected was to be sleeping 
in Lenin's bed in Moscow. I did a lot more 
during my nine days in Russia, including going 
through the Kremlin and dancing with a Rus- 
sian who while we waltzed sang “It’s spring 
outside, it’s beautiful” into my ear. 

In Moscow my husband and I were put up 
in the National Hotel’s suite of honor where, 
we were told, Lenin stayed during the six 
months when he consolidated the Red Revo- 
lution, All the furniture in it was the color 
you would expect in Russia—red. 

Here are the impressions of an American 
housewife of how life is lived in Russia: 
BEAUTY PARLORS. I went to have my nails 
done and was I flabbergasted to learn that 
many Moscow women go to beauty parlors reg- 
ularly. I got in a line 10-deep waiting. Also 
they got one of my nails too short and I got an 
infection, No harm intended, I'm suri 
cuurcu. I went to Easter services at the Rus- 
sian Orthodox church. I had to take off my 
shoes to keep from fainting, it was so crowded.

TV GAN BE EDUCATIONAL, T00 


SPRING CLEANUP 


‘Thanks to 43 million passenger cars, our road- 
sides have become the garbage cans and waste- 
baskets of the ubiquitous U.S. motorist. He 
and his family leave a spoor of old cushion 
springs, empty rye Bint eggshells, beer cans, 
watermelon rinds, disposed-of disposable tis- 
sue, abandoned pickle bottles, brimless felt 
hats and even female undergarments. 

Other types of outdoor zanies cut down or 
root up blossoming young trees, flowers and 
shrubs, scrawl or carve their names and sordid 
sentiments on mountainside and monuments, 
and, through criminal carelessness, start for- 
est fir 

Our Great American Outdoors will finally 
turn into one vast refuse heap—unless some- 
thing is done about all this. Fortunately in 
Portland, Ore., a man named Samuel Moment, 
an economist for the Bonneville Power Ad- 
ministration, is doing something. Backed by 
his fellow members of the Izaak Walton League, 
Mr. Moment has launched a “Keep America 
Beautiful—Don’t Be a Litterbug” campaign. 
He is urging the automotive industry to provide 
all new cars with trash receptacles so that mo- 
torists can stop dumping their refuse over- 
hoard. He wants the petroleum industry to pro- 
vide at filling stations paper bags for the dis- 
posal units of cars, After a grease monkey has 
done his usual stuff, he can empty your trash 
basket. Mr. Moment also wants legislatures to 
give money for more rubbish cans and a brisker 
scavenger service for them. He has started an 
extensive educational campaign to teach Litter- 
bugs and Vandalbugs in Oregon to stop acting 
like pigs. He has persuaded Walt Disney to 
make a picture about it. 

We haven't heard of a worthier cause in 
years and wish Sam Moment and his cohorts 
‘every success. Let’s get this place policed up! 
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Station KUHT-TV, which belongs to the Uni- 
versity of Houston and the flourishing Texas 
community it serves, is scheduled to begin 
noncommercial educational telecasting this 
week. Educational TV is hardly brand new 
in the U.S., but a noncommercial station 
operating on an educational license is some- 
thing that has never existed before in our 
history. We therefore congratulate Houston- 
ians in particular and Texans in general on 
setting what we believe, and certainly hope, 
will become a nationwide trend. 

One year ago this month the Federal Com- 
munications Commission reserved 242 chan- 
nels across the country for noncommercial 
educational TV. It did so despite commer- 
cial telecasters who branded the commis- 
sion’s action as a “waste of precious spec- 
trum space.” But such philanthropists as 
the Ford Foundation did not consider the 
action wasteful; on the contrary they thought 
it so worth getting behind that they peeled 
off $5 million just to help educational TV 
find its feet. The 242 channels were reserved 
until June 2 of this year. 

There is, of course, more to educational 
TV than merely getting a channel, and a 
blessing, from the FCC. Minimum cost of 
building a TV station is about $250,000, and 
about another $150,000 is needed to maii 
tain it for a year. Finally—and perhaps most 
difficult of all—suitable programs must be 
devised to keep the station going. 

Educational TV is now being fostered and 
fought for at the local Jevel on a sort of cul- 
tural community chest basis. Colleges and 
universities, museums, religious groups, ed- 
ucational authorities, farsighted industrial- 
ists and people of goodwill led by the Nation- 
al Citizens Committee for Educational TV 
are joining together in our historic and ad- 
mirable spirit of barn-raising, 

The Ford Foundation’s Fund for Adult 
Education has helped mightily through its 
offer to put up $1 for every $2 a station raises 
on its own. The fund has also given $1.5 
million for a program exchange center, mak- 
ing it possible for educational stations to 
trade TV films; if Cal Tech makes a picture 
on atomic science and Harvard makes a pi 
ture on Greek tragedy, they will be able to 
swap. If enough stations get under way to 
show how good educational TV can be, state 
legislators should soon be knocking each 
other down to get in on the act. 


Just how good can educational TV be? 
Well, in its classroom phase we know from 
the audio-visual work now being done in 
over 100 colleges and universities, five medi- 
cal schools and 30 school systems—as well 
as in our Armed Forces—that TV can be a 
marvelously effective mass instruction me- 
dium. Houston’s president, Dr. W. W. Kem- 
merer, figures that once KUHT has hit its 
full stride, the university can save some $10 


million on physical plant, like more class- 
rooms, that it won’t have to build, 

In the cultural field the possibilities of 
sharing and expounding great music, litera- 
ture and art should be limitless. Iowa State 
College's station WOI-TV at Ames has been 
proving for the past three years that public 
benefit programs—how to prune a tree, take 
care of anemic pigs, set broken bones, put 
up chowchow—can draw huge and loyal au- 
diences. Probably the most spectacular work 
WOI does is in what might be called its 
“slice-of-life department,” e.g., telecasting 
a town meeting during a dingdong fight over 
public funds just before the community goes 
to the polls about it. Anybody who saw Jake 
Malik or the Kefauver hearings or last sum- 
mer’s political conventions knows what we 
mean by slice-of-life on a national scale. 
Well, local slices can be fun too. 


Is there an adequate audience for educa- 
tional TV? This question scarcely deserves 
an answer. The old commercial telecasters” 
shrugging excuse of “simply giving the pub- 
lic what it wants” is as dead as druids, In 
1930 William Paley, then president of CBS, 
had the eccentric notion of broadcasting the: 
New York Philharmonic concerts over his. 
network every Sunday. Colleagues assured 
him that there was no audience for it. Paley 
said he would create one, and he did. Thanks. 
to his efforts and those of his competitors. 
forced to follow his lead, phonograph rec~ 
ords of good music now are gradually over= 
hauling the sale of popular music platters 
in this country, and in 1951 Americans. 
bought more tickets to symphony concerts. 
than they did to baseball 

‘The hunger of our citizenry for culture 
and self-improvement has always been gros 
ly underestimated; the number of Ameri~ 
cans who would rather learn a little some- 
thing than receive a sample tube of shaving 
cream is absolutely colossal. 

So far, in addition to Houston, only 13 
communities have been granted station- 
building permits by the FCC, and 11 more 
applications are pending. If for no other rea~ 
son than that seven of the last 12 months 
were spent by our people in electing a presi- 
dent of the United States, the FCC should 
extend the reserve period for the educational 
channels. Who could adequately get behind 
building noncommercial TV stations when 
our entire government virtually ground to a 
halt for at least half of 1952? 

The Joint Committee on Educational Tel- 
evision, which speaks for educators, will 
submit a petition for extension, and the 
FCC should grant it. Our largest cities should 
be given another year, our medium-sized 
cities another three years and our small com- 
munities another 10, if need be. Educational 
TV deserves and must have the best break 
we can give it.

At the Nevada testing ground 
an atomic device set off 5,000 feet in the air 
was so powerful that windows were broken in 
Las Vegas, 75 miles away, and the flash was 
visible in Mexico, 1,000 miles away. Observ- 
ers thought it the biggest atomic explosion 
the continent has seen. 

In Washington the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has come up with a program to end 
the government monopoly of atomic power, 
giving private business its first chance to build 
nuclear reactors and produce atomic energy 
for peaceful purposes. The AEC recommen- 
dation, which will require major changes in 
the Atomic Energy Act, has been approved by 
the President and will now be presented to 
Congress for legislative action. 


Edward Grammer, who committed the 
“not-quite-perfect crime” (LIFE, Sept. 
15) in Baltimore when he tried to make 
his wife’s murder look like an auto- 
mobile accident, was sentenced last 
week to death by hanging. 


‘Clever’ man dodges the Army 


Accused of violating the draft law, James Garst 
was described by the New York judge who ac- 
quitted him as “a very clever young man.” 
For four years Garst put off his induction by a 
student deferment, travel in Europe, another 
student deferment, an attempt to get a draft- 
deferred job and a claim that he had joined the 
National Guard (he hadn't). When the draft 
board finally nailed him, Garst refused to be 
inducted—and made it stick legally—because 
he was then one month over-age. 


MILWAUKEE SQUAWS GREET THE BRAVES 


When the Milwaukee Braves (nee Boston 
Braves) arrived in their new home town, the 
citizens gave them an impressive greeting. 
There were 500 feet of red carpet, a band, a 
parade and even“ Indian” squats with wel- 
come signs. The Braves themselves were far 
less impressive, letting the Boston Red Sox 
grab a 3-0 lead before rain ended their first 
home game. 
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When a bird expert swore he saw two geese 
trying to lift a crippled buddy out of the 
waters of Long Island Sound so that it could 
migrate up to Canada, Canadian bird-lovers 
instantly began contributing to a migration 
fund. Since Connecticut also claimed the 
‘goose, it took the intercession of the Ca- 
nadian consul general and Governor John 
Lodge to arrange for the bird's passage. The 
goose was finally captured and delivered by 
plane to a Canadian sanctuary. Since its 
damaged tail will prevent it from ever fly- 
ing on its own, the goose will be depend- 
ent on its bird-loving friends for passage 
south when the migration time rolls around 
next fall. 


The wage spiral unwinds 


‘The wage-price spiral, which started with the 
Korean war, unwound a bit last week. Because 
of a drop in the cost-of-living index, General 
Motors announced a penny-an-hour wage cut 
for 495,000 of its employes. Despite C.1.0. 
objections, Ford and Chrysler quickly followed 
suit, and eventually the cut may affect one 
million auto workers. 


George Kennan, former U.S. ambassa- 
dor to Russia and author of the “con- 
tainment” policy, was retired last week 
after 26 years in the State Department. 
Since Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles has sharply criticized “‘eontain- 
ment,” Kennan knew he was unlikely 
to get another important diploma: 
post and decided to enter the academ- 
ic field. 


The blue snow mystery 


Mr. and Mrs. Milton Mayer thought they saw 
some blue-green phosphorescent snow falling 
near Dana, Calif. and got out of their car to 
take a look. Knowing that no one would be- 
lieve them, they got two witnesses who veri- 
fied the unlikely story. Developing blisters and 
an itchy feeling next day, the Mayers were 
sure they were victims of radiated snow, but 
the Atomic Energy Commission said the near 
est atomic cloud was far away over the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. There has been no more colored 
snow, no scientific explanation and no change 
in the story of the four witnesses.

Aiming for $4 billion cut 


Partly to balance the budget and partly be- 
cause more efficient ways of maintaining na- 
tional security are being planned, Washington 
is leaning toward a $4 billion cut in Harry 
Truman’s “tight” $46 billion defense bill. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury George Humphrey told 
the Senate Appropriations Committee that de- 
fense could probably be cut by that amount. 
The State Department is expected to propose 
to the April 23 NATO conference that a long- 
term arms buildup take the place of the pres- 
ent rapid expansion, and President Eisenhower 
has quietly warned the Senate to beware of 
military lobbyists who might fight any cuts in 
defense spending. 


Sitting Bull’s last stand 


For the first 62 years after his burial at Fort 
Yates, N.D., Sitting Bull was allowed to rest in 
peace, but last week North and South Dakota 
were snarling angrily over the Sioux chiefs 
bones. Sitting Bull's 78-year-old nephew Grey 
Eagle got the chief's three granddaughters to 
say they wanted Sitting Bull buried in South 
Dakota. He also persuaded the chamber of 
commerce of Mobridge, S.D. to agree to put 
up a proper memorial if Sitting Bull moved 
south, Armed with an authorization from the 
Department of the Interior, Grey Eagle led

A RAGE FOR PARAKEETS 


Everybody seems to want the tiny, talkative and acrobatic budgie bird 


For years the sale of the Australian shell parakeet, a 
small, parrotlike bird more popularly known as the 
budgie, was forbidden in New York and many other 
states because of fear that it transmitted psittacine fe- 
ver. But last year the ban was lifted and the budgie 
boom began. Society matrons, stenographers, bank 
presidents, all manner of people joined the rush to 
buy a parakeet because it is one of the most charming 
and talented of pets. Extremely affectionate, the para- 
keet loves to cuddle up against the owner's neck or

and “T love you, darling”; it can do all kinds of tricks; 
and its upkeep is only about $3 a year. The parakeets 
are as prolific as rabbits—one female can lay as many 
as 60 eggs a year—but even with this high produe- 
tion stores which breed them have found it hard 
to keep up with the demand.

TIPS ON PICKING OUT A BUDGIE 


Untrained young parakeets, in the common colors of green or blue or 
yellow, cost between $5 and $15 in bird shops and in department stores 
like Macy's in New York (below). Those with unusual coloring, such 
as cinnamon wings or yellow-faced blues or opalines, run up to $110 
a pair, while a highly educated budgie who has a vocabulary of about 
500 words and can do a variety of tricks may cost as high as $1,000. 
A novice buyer should make sure that his bird is not more than four to 
six weeks old (older birds are hard to train), has bright eyes, straight 
legs and tightly feathered body. Only males can be taught to talk (the 
females simply chatter) and even veteran buyers can be fooled about 
the bird’s sex, which does not become apparent until it is about 10 
weeks old. But most stores will exchange males for females later if 
the buyer wishes. Budgies are timid about water and one way of giving 
them a bath is to hang some wet green carrot tops in their cage and 
let them clean themselves by twisting and turning among these. If 
the bird catches a cold it is a serious matter, and the best thing to do is 
to keep him warm and put a few drops of w! ng water.

TO REMOVE FINISH from crevices, apply the remover 
and rub with burlap string twined with steel wool, 


REMOVING OLD FINISH 


Old finish or paint should be removed from furniture before new finish 
is applied. A paste-type paint and varnish remover is easiest to use. 
Try out remover on inconspicuous section of piece to discover how 
fast it works. Remove handles, knobs, hinges. Apply remover gen- 
erously with old paint brush (stiff one is best) to a 2-foot-square sec- 
tion and allow to stand until finish can be lifted off with dull-edged 
putty knife. If remover dries before finish is soft, apply additional coats 
over first. If remover does not work with penetrating red paint (made 
of red pigment and buttermilk) that is found on some old pieces, use 
denatured alcohol to remove color, steel wool to take paint off. Use 
burlap or crumpled paper to remove old finish on turnings. To re- 
move finish from carvings use old toothbrush or steel wool wrapped 
around lollipop stick or meat skewer. Clean off all traces of remover 
by rubbing piece with medium-fine steel wool moistened with al- 
cohol or turpentine. Let stand 24 hours, sand, rub with steel wool. 


TO RAISE DENTS in furniture, press with a hot (not 
steam) iron over damp old blanket or wool strips. 


PATCHING FURNITURE 


Large holes in furniture can be patched so as to be invisible when 
piece is finished. Fill hole with wood putty, leaving small indentation 
at top for later treatment. If hole has dark edge rub with steel wool. 
When piece has been finished fill top of hole with stick shellac in 
to match fi ick is melted by holding end against hot kni 
soldering iron. Press shellac into hole. Build it up higher than sur- 
face, then level with knife or razor blade. Fill small holes with match- 
ing stick shellac just before last finish coat. To remove dents, 
iron as above. Warm moisture causes wood to swell. Process may 
have to be repeated several times. If furniture is shaky, pull loose 
pieces gently apart; if necessary, tap them with a wood mallet. Scrape 
off blobs of old glue with knife or chisel and dissolve remainder with 
hot vinegar. If joints are very loose, glue strips of heavy cloth or 
steel wool over ends. Use plastic resin-type glue. After joining wipe off 
excess glue. Apply pressure with wood clamps or rope. Use clothesline 
for large pieces, fishline for small. Keep under pressure for 24 hours.

WOOD SEALER FINISH 


Penetrating wood sealer finishes are Cornell University's first choice 
for amateur woodworkers. These wood sealers, originally used on 
floors, have only recently been introduced as furniture finishes. Most 
are made of tough, penetrating tung oil mixed with driers. Apply 
clear wood sealer after furniture has been stained, or use sealer 
colored in wood tone desired with varnish stains or oil colors. Before 
applying wood sealer, sand and dust furniture, If new wood, dampen 
piece to raise grain, then dry and sand, Apply sealer with lintless 
cloth, such as an old nylon stocking, using circular motion against 
the grain. Allow the piece to dry for 24 hours, Apply four or more 
coats, sanding between each coat with increasingly fine sandpaper. 
Dust off each time with a tack rag which is available at automobile 
supply stores. Let final coat harden for one week, then rub furniture 
with steel wool. This is a hard, durable finish, resistant to stains, 
burns, marring. It may be as glossy or dull as desired, For a soft 
polish use pumice powder and oil for final rubdown, Finish with wax. 


FINAL RUBDOWN after any finish will be glossy if pow- 
dered pumice and mineral oil are mixed and applied. 


SHELLAC FINISH 


Shellac is the finish most widely’ used by the home refurbisher. It 
provides a hard, elastic, easy-to-polish surface, but since it stains 
should not be used on table tops or objects that come in contact with 
heat, alcohol or food. For light finish use white shellac, For darker 
finish, mix with orange shellac. Do not use shellac on a rainy or 
damp day as it may not dry properly. Apply with a brush or spray 
gun. Dilute the shellac with wood alcohol until it runs off the brush 
Tike water. Each coat should be thin. After the piece has been sanded 
and wiped, brush on shellac with the grain. Let it dry thoroughly be- 
tween coats—overnight or three hours in sunlight. Three coats are 
usually enough but more may be applied. Between coats rub down 
with steel wool, using medium fine wool after first coat, finest grade 
after last coat. Always dust after using steel wool. For satin gloss final 
rubbing may be done with oil and powdered pumice. Then apply wax.

WAX FINISH 


‘Wax may be used over any clear finish as a preservative and to give the 
piece a pleasant sheen. Wax alone may be used as a finish on close- 
grained hardwoods such as cherry or maple. Use a paste furniture wax 
with a carnauba base. Wipe furniture clean, place a small amount of 
wax in the folds of a soft, lintless cloth and rub evenly over surface. 
Keep coats thin. Polish briskly as if shining shoes. Apply wax in sev- 
eral layers, rubbing down between each layer. To remove old wax, 
apply liquid wax freely and wipe off while wet. A French poli 
beautiful finish for antiques but is strenuous.

the new nation would serveas “a show window of democra 
for all o' ia. The hope seemed well founded. In the 48 years America 
had ruled the islands, after three and a half centuries of Spanish 
exploitation, American ways and American institutions had become 
immensely popular. 

If the Philippines had not been occupied by Japan from 1942 
to 1945, the transition from commonwealth to republic might have 
been made smoothly. But the grant of independence, long prom- 
ised for 1946, did not take into account the degree of demoralization 
suffered by the Filipinos in three years of rape, arson, pillage and 
murder. Noting that the Filipinos liked American movies, loved 
American food, wanted American cars, spoke U.S. slang and had a 
government conceived in the exact image of the U.S., Washington 
policy makers assumed the Philippines were ready and able to prac- 
tice stable democracy. 

What this optimistic view overlooked was the fact that the islands’ 
economy and many of their cities had been destroyed. And waiting in 
the ruins were cynical politicians anxious to adopt less creditable 


HEN the U.S. established the Republic of the Philippines at 
the conclusion of the Japanese war it was with the hope that 


American practices: pork-barrel politics, bossism and corruption. 
From 1945 to 1951 there was an abundance of U.S. aid for the new 
republic, nearly $2 billion worth, but little U ion. Favorit- 
ism and nepotism became the rule. Millions of American dollars were 
diverted from the needy people into the hands of political grafters. 
Executive bureaus became notorious for bribe-taking. At one point 
many members of the House of Representatives were selling Chinese 
visas to the highest bidders. Elections were as thoroughly rigged as 
when Tammany used to vote tombstones. 

By late summer of 1950 the display in democracy’s show window 
looked like a fire sale, and the Communist-led Hukbalahaps were about 
ready to shoot out the glass. The once-proud Philippines army and 
the famed constabulary were as lawless—and as much feared by the 
people—as the bandits they were supposed to suppress. The peso 
was in danger of collapse. Government credit was falling. The revolu- 
tionary Huks were swarming over the countryside and farmers were 
abandoning their crops in terror. Even streets in Manila’s own out- 
skirts had become unsafe. Most of the top Huk leaders, who also con- 
stitute the Philippine Communist Party’s Politburo, had brazenly 
entered Manila to plan the actual seizure of the city.

MAGSAYSAY continue 


In Manila’s high-walled Malacafian Palace, President Elpidio 
Quirino admitted the republic’s army had failed to meet the revo- 

tionary challenge. But he rejected the plea of Defense Secretary 
Ruperto Kangleon that the “deadwood” of the high command be 
replaced. Kangleon resigned in fury and Quirino almost casually 
appointed a little-known, 43-year-old congressman of his own Lib- 
eral party as defense secretary. The new man in democracy’s show 
window had only three words for the press and public. 

“Now watch me!” said Ramon Magsaysay. 

He has been something to watch. By last week Magsaysay's gal- 
lery of spectators had expanded to embrace the whole world, In a 
little over two years the onetime garage mechanic has cleared out 
the “deadwood” and created a smart new Philippines army. He 
has given the free world its first locally achieved victory over 
international Communism, driving the “hard core” Huks into the 
remote mountains and rehabilitating many of their followers. He 
has lifted fear from the land and, by his outspoken attacks on cor- 
ruption in the government and out, has helped restore the Philip- 
pines’ economic position. Last week Washington and London and 
Paris—and Moscow and Peking—were watching the window even 
more closely, as the Nacionalista party named Magsaysay to be its 
presidential candidate in the November election. For many peo- 
the remote barrios of Mindanao as well as in the capitals of 
the West—felt that the only man who could prevent the country 
from slipping back into chaos was Ramon Magsaysay. 

One of the main reasons for Magsaysay’s bolt from Quirino’s 
party was because Quirino would not support his defense secre- 
tary’s views on land reform (see p. 121). Accordingly, it might ap- 
pear that in shifting to the Nacionalista party Magsaysay has 
moved from a conservative political group to one holding New or 
Fair Deal views. That is not quite the case. Both of the Philippines? 
major parties are dependent financially on large landholders and 
neither has ever exhibited much interest in social legislation. 

‘Thanks largely to the Philippines’ great prewar president, Manuel 
Quezon, both parties have for many years maintained fairly close 
cooperation with the U.S. on foreign policy. Quirino’s administra- 
tion sent an infantry battalion to Korea and signed the politically 
risky Japanese peace treaty. Internally, the Liberal record is an un- 
attractive one. A report made in October of 1950 by an American 
governmental commission headed by Daniel W. Bell recommended 
that the U.S. invest another $250 million in Philippine aid—pro- 
vided the republic put its economic and political house in order. It 
was made clear at the time (and re-emphasized since) that the en- 
visioned housecleaning meant enforcement of minimum wages, an 
end to corruption and initiation of land reform. Although Wash- 
ington has advanced two fifths of the recommended sum, Quirino 
has shown slight disposition to keep his end of the bargai 

‘The Nacionalistas are quite as conservative as their opposition. 
They have had no program for land reform and no discernible atti- 
tude on minimum wages. No Filipino politician can afford to be ac- 
tively anti-U.S. (because of the enthusiasm of the people, not Amer- 
ican pressure), but the Nacionalista leader, 62-year-old Dr. José 
Laurel, though a Yale-educated lawyer, has little love for Washing- 
ton and in 1942 was beguiled by the slogan “Asia for the Asiatics.” 
During the occupation he served as Japan's puppet president. 

Laurel opposed Quirino for the presidency in 1949 and was nar- 
rowly beaten in a bloody campaign in which scores of people were

killed. This violence led the Huks to announce, in 1951, that they 
would not permit a scheduled election of senators and governors. 
At that point Magsaysay intervened, using his reconditioned army 
to keep off both the Huks and party goons. The result was an honest 
election in which most Liberal senatorial candidates were beaten. 
Magsaysay took the laudable position that it was better for the Lib- 
eral party to lose an honest election than win a dishonest one. 

He had better luck selling this philosophy to the army than to 
his old party. Both Magsaysay and Dr. Laurel have expressed doubt 
that Quirino will let any nice-Nelly distaste for fraud or force handi- 
cap him when he runs for re-election. The possibility of unneces- 
sary roughness is not the only disability Magsaysay suffers as a 
candidate. In his new party affiliation, he cannot expect his spon- 
sor, Laurel, to embrace with enthusiasm any land reform program 
that necessitates breaking up big estates. Magsaysay’s cordial rela- 
tions with the U.S. embassy and the U.S. military mission can hurt 
him politically if too much is made of it. The Liberals already are 
attacking Magsaysay as the candidate of “the U.S. Army party.” 
Many of his old colleagues dislike him for spoiling their rackets. 

With so many people against him, the question naturally arises: 
who is for Magsaysay? The answers have been coming in for the 
last few weeks. A stenographer, offering Magsaysay her services, 
wrote: “Your resignation from Mr. Quirino’s cabinet deserves 
highest praise of all honest, freedom-loving, straightforward men.” 
A professor of philosophy wrote: “You have become an idol to 
me. ... You are the hope of Philippine democracy.” A photogra- 
pher who watched Magsaysay speak before a roaring crowd of more 
| than 50,000 persons, said afterward: "The popularity of Magsaysay 

in this country is unequaled since the time of Quezon, and I be- 
lieve it is even greater than Quezon’s.” Apparently most of these 
followers of Magsaysay, whether they consider themselves close 
friends of the U.S. or not, see him as the only candidate who can 
reform and strengthen their still new republic. The fact that this 
sentiment happens to coincide with the official wishes of the U.S. 
they regard as merely fortunate circumstance. 


100 meals a day 


MMEDIATELY after his resignation as defense secretary, Mag- 
] saysay moved his family from their government quarters at Camp 

lurphy in the suburbs of Manila to a small white wooden bunga- 
low on Manga Avenue in the city. They are sharing it with about 
300 people a day. From 5 a.m., when Magsaysay arises, until | a.m. 
the following morning, when he sometimes gets to bed, there is a 
steady stream of visitors. These include politicians, delegations 
from the provinces, job-seekers, former employes and veterans and 
hundreds of plain people anxious to pledge their support. Since it 
is traditional Filipino hospitality to feed any guest who happens to 
be in the house at mealtime, the Magsaysays are serving about 100 
meals a day and lunch sometimes must be eaten in three shifts. 

The candidate’s attractive wife, Luz, presides over this mad- 
house, assisted by the three children, Teresita, 18, Milagros. 16, 
and 14-year-old Ramon Jr., and an assortment of friends. Some 
bring sacks of rice and baskets of vegetables. Others—friends 
and strangers alike—bring money. 

The money especially is welcome. “I resigned not as a million- 
aire but as a poor man,” Magsaysay told the country shortly after 
quitting his cabinet post. No one in the Philippines—not even his 
most bitter opponents—doubts the truth of that statement. When

ture was so sparse that friends chipped in with folding chairs, 
tables, beds, a freezer and a refrigerator, The family was able 
to provide its own pets: two turkeys, a dozen chickens, two pigs, 
a carabao, two stray cats and eight deer. 

The poor man in the center of this confusion of old, faithful 
furniture and animals and new, dedicated followers is a likable 
but high-strung fellow. He can rarely stay put for more than a few 
moments, and even then his feet jitter. In the hectic Manga Ave- 
nue environment he is in his element. His restless energy and his 
brusque (and sometimes brutal) perfectionism are qualities that 
set him apart from many of his countrymen. There are others. In 
a land where the average male is a slender 5 feet 4 inches tall, 
Magsaysay is a hulking 5 feet 11. His voice has none of the liquid 
quality of Castile—it comes out frequently in a bull roar, And his 
language, particularly in the field of expletives, lacks the mar- 
velous variety of Spanish or even the awesome vulgarity of Eng- 
lish. Magsaysay says “by golly” when he really means something. 
Most urban Filipinos like to gamble; Magsaysay does not. Most 
drink, a little or a lot; Ma y does not drink at all. Most 
smoke; not Magsaysay. Many pride themselves on a certain way 
with women; Magsaysay is rather shy. 

To a rural electorate that has sent many a favorite son to the 
city only to see him adopt city (and often corrupt) ways, Mag- 
saysay’s honest simplicity is enormously appealing. So is the fact 
that, size aside, he looks Filipino. In the past, political leaders in 
the Philippines have been of predominantly Spanish blood, but 
Magsaysay is an indigene. He has only a little Spanish and Chinese 
blood in his island ancestry. Soon after his resignation a university 
student wrote him: ‘As a student I am very proud of you because 
at last a great, strong-willed man of my skin has come who will 
influence the destiny of our country. 

If Magsaysay had planned it himself he could hardly have done 
a better job of choosing his parents. He was born on Aug. 31, 1907, 
at Iba in Zambales province, some 85 miles northwest of Manila, 
the second of the eight children of Exequiel Magsaysay and Per- 
fecta del Fierro Magsa‘ His father, a carpenter and trade 
school teacher, was Tagalog, his mother Ilocano, and in babyhood 
he learned the differing (and politically useful) dialects of these 
two principal native peoples of Luzon. 

Little Ramon was a husky youngster who sprouted fast (his 
father also is 5 feet 11). By the time he was 10 the family had 
moved to Castillejos, 30 miles away, after a characteristic display 
of Magsaysay honesty—his father was fired for flunking the son 
of the superintendent of schools at Iba. At Zambales “Ac idemy 
Ramon graduated as salutatorian, second in the class. 

Young Magsaysay entered the University of the Philippines in 
Manila in 1927. He started with a liberal arts course but soon 
switched to mechanical engineering. Illness forced him out in his 
junior year. Subsequently he continued his schooling at José Rizal 
College, supporting himself by part-time work at a transporta- 
tion company owned by Filipino Millionaire Teodoro R. Yangco. It 
was there, in 1931, that Ramon met his future wife, the daugh- 
ter of a well-to-do Bataan province family also engaged in the

(Dr. Laurel, meanwhile, had been 
imprisoned in Japan.) A year later Magsaysay turned over the 
province, cleaned up and in working order, to the Philippine Com- 
monwealth, and took off his uniform. But by now he had been 
bitten by a powerful bug. Running a province was more interesting 
than running a fleet of trucks, and helping run a nation might be 
moré interesting still. Magsaysay filed for congress from Zambales 
and in April 1946 was elected. 

In only three years after World War II the Philippines had 
three presidents. Sergio Osmefia, who succeeded to the office on 
Quezon’s death, was beaten in the 1946 election by Manuel Roxas. 
Then Quirino became president when Roxas died. During this time 
the corruption spawned by war and occupation gradually infested 
the executive and legislative branches of the government. But 
Magsaysay was one of a minority of congressmen who could not 
be bribed or influenced.

Within a few months it could be said that by and large the people 
were fully cooperating with the army in the anti-Huk campaign. 

To make sure that army reform was pressed at all levels, and 
that Huks were attacked on all fronts, Magsaysay began darting 
about the islands in a C-47, He usually descended from the sk 
without warning and his actions on the ground frequently were 
comparably dramatic. At one post Magsaysay and his aide found a 
single sleepy sergeant had been left to guard the ammunition and 
supply dump. They promptly captured the sergeant and then sent 
for the commandant. “Colonel,” Magsaysay said, “we could 
easily have been Huk hen he relieved him. 

If Magsaysay was a frightening figure to dead-wood officers, he 
was very nearly a hero to their men. “It is the soldier who car- 
ties the gun and risks his life,” he once said. “I must treat him like 
my own son.”

MAGSAYSAY continueo 


of temptation. One night at a Malacaiian Palace dinner for diplo- 
mats, Magsaysay broke into the state dining room carrying two 
immense sacks of pesos and followed by a frightened captain in 
battle dress. Going to Quirino’s table, he deposited the money 
before the chief executive and announced, “Mr. President, I have 
here an officer who has just turned down a bribe of 150,000 pesos 
offered to him if he would agree to forget that he had found an 
illegal ammunition cache. I thought you'd like to know him.” 
Amid rousing applause the urbane Quirino rose to his feet, shook 
the captain’s hand and commissioned him major on the spot. 

Nothing makes Magsaysay’s dark eyes gleam and his whole ex- 
pressive face light up as much as a situation replete with spies, 
aliases and intrigue. Regularly for a month after he became secre- 
tary, Magsaysay ’ slunk up some of Manila’s darkest alleys to hoid 
secret trysts with a group of disaffected rebels. Out of these negoti- 
ations, conducted wholly by an unarmed Magsaysay working alone, 
came his first and biggest coup: the simultaneous arrest in Manila 
of about one half of the members of the local Communist Polit- 
buro. The remaining Huk leadership at large quickly retired to 
the hill 

Magsaysay early recognized the need to infiltrate into the Huk 
organization, No stratagem was too devious for him to try. He set 
up spy schools. He persuaded numerous captured Huks to “es- 
ape” and rejoin their outfits, to serve thereafter as his agents. 
Magsaysay became very fond of his captured and reformed Huk: 
Last summer he organized and armed a “civilian commando” de- 
tachment composed : almost entirely of ex-Huks who later pulled off 
his second most spectacular coup, the capture and killing of Huk 
commander Guillermo Capadocia. To date no captured ‘Huk has 
ever turned on Magsaysay. 

The Huk movement has not yet been liquidated. It probably 
cannot be until a number of basic reforms are put through. But 
the Huk army is now about an eighth of the size it was three years 
ago, and it functions only in bad weather, at night, and high up in 
the mountains. Most of the main roads are safe, and a Huk am- 
buscade has become a rarity instead of an everyday occurrence. 

Through it all, however, Magsaysay realized that any decisive 
victory would take more than bullets, That is the issue on which 
he has broken with Quirino and launched his own presidential 
candidacy. When he visited Washington last year, Magsaysay told 
US. State Deparment officials, “We have to destroy the raw ma- 
terials of the Communists, in other words give land to the landless. 
The alternative is to use more ammunition to kill more Huks. I 
prefer to convert them.” This moved one official to remark later 
that " “Magsaysay gave us a lesson not only in shrewdness but also 


in Christianity 
Land—and Huk—reform 
10 carry out his thesis Magsaysay ventured far afield from 
purely military duties. The most remarkable venture was the 


Mindanao resettlement program which originally was considered 
silly in the U.S. and elsewhere. Magsaysay wheedled out of a reluc- 
tant government a large tract in the underpopulated southern 
island and established several hundred onetime Huks there. Thou- 
sands more have surrendered in response to his promise that he 
eventually will get them land. Actually, the Mindanao colony is 
only a sort of “pilot plant.” Niggardly appropriations have limited 
the number of persons who can 1 be resettled. Besides, as Magsaysay 
himself has pointed out, resettlement should hardly be the func- 
tion of the army. What the Mindanao project has proved, to Mag- 
saysay if not to his former colleagues in the Liberal party, is that 
land reform is vital to Philippine security. As president, Magsay- 
say would be in a position to open up undeveloped government- 
owned land to homesteaders. 

‘Approximately seven million hectares of land suitable for agri- 
culture (roughly the size of South Carolina) are available on ‘the 
islands of Mindanao, Mindoro and Luzon. Magsaysay envisions a 
program of basic development at government expense to equip this 
territory with road systems, electricity, sanitation systems and 
running water. At his Mindanao project Magsaysay has proved 
that on a small scale such a program need not be prohibitively 
expensive. Could it be done nationally? Magsaysay’s answer is yes 
—it all depends on knowing how to use money that is available. 

“Some people can buy more with five pesos than others with 
fifty,” he says. 

in announcing that he would endorse Magsaysay for the Na- 
cionalista nomination for the presidency. José Laurel said, “I 
wasn’t looking for a wise man or a sage. I was looking for an hon 
man with guts.” There are at least some thoughtful Filipinos who 
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question whether honesty and guts, though in themselves essen- 
tial, are’ enough to qualify a man for the presidency of a modern 
nation. They point to a number of fairly serious flaws in Magsay- 
say the candidate. 

One of these is a limited intellectual curiosity. Magsaysay is nota 
reader, and his interests do not extend beyond the Philippines. He 
is scarcely aware of the identities of European politicians or of the 
boundaries of European states. Another is his attitude toward civil 
rights; he has shown little respect for due process of law during his 
tenure as secretary. At Magsaysay’s behest President Quirino sus- 
pended the writ of habeas corpus in 1950, and it has not been fully 
restored. “When I’ve decided to punish someone who deserves to 
be punished nobody can stop me,” he said on one occasion. “No- 
body! I will send my own father to jail if he breaks the law.” 

But in the light of Magsaysay’s great popularity, it is unlikely 
that this defect—or the political disabilities mentioned earlier— 
will seriously harm his candidacy. One canny Filipino observer, 
who in the past has been a Quirinista, believes Magsaysay’s chances 
are “at least 95%.” He also doubts that Quirino will attempt any 
ud or foree—"the arm: loyal to Ma; 
Other Filipinos agree with this judgment, qualif 
saying “from the rank of major down.” If an attempt is m 
use the army against Magsaysay, a neutralizing factor may be 
NAMFREL—the National Movement for Free Elections, This is 
an alliance of the many civic organizations that have burgeoned 
through the Philippines. The Veterans Legions, a group of idealisti- 
cally minded former guerrilla leaders, was instrumental in the 
formation of NAMF! REL and is not likely to react passively if any 
wrong is done Old Guerrilla Magsaysay. A major attempt at elec- 
tion fraud could very well lead to civil war, 

In 1951 Mags made several speeches in Zambales in behalf 
of his party's congressional candidate. To one gathering he said, 
“It’s a shame that there are some places in the Philippines where 
all a candidate has to do to sew up 100,000 votes is to make a deal 
with 20 men. That's no good. In Zambales a candidate has to make 
20,000 different deals to get 20,000 votes. That’s better.” In the 
presidential campaign Magsaysay probably will be driven by con- 
nee to attempt 20 million deals with th million residents 
of the 7,000 islands. At this point it looks as though most of the 
deals are already made. 

Certainly President Quirino will conduct a fierce campaign 
against the man he openly says is “getting too ambitious.” And 
just as certainly Magsaysay will fight back with equal ferocity. But 
however rough, or even bloody, the battle may be, Ramon Magsay- 
say will fight it in the show window of Asia, with all the orl 
looking on.

Without the skillful and wholehearted professional assistance of the secret 
police of the NKVD, as described in two previous issues of Lire, Stalin 
could not have trumped up charges of treason against his political enemies 
and executed them after the infamous Moscow trials of 1936 and 1937. 
Now the tragic end of the men who helped Stalin consolidate his power 
is revealed by the author, a former NKVD general who undoubtedly 
would have shared their fate had he not fled the Soviet service in 1938. 


the Moscow trials to analyze the directives they were receiving 
rom Stalin—analyzing them not from the narrow, professional point 

of view of interrogators, but with the aim of understanding Stalin's 
thinking and detecting his underlying, secret design—they would 
have made a bewildering discovery: their leader had made up his mind 
in advance to destroy them as witnesses of his crimes. 

Alas, the NKVD chiefs and their assistants were like hunting dogs, 
too busy pursuing the game to watch the hunter, Blind to Stalin's per- 
fidious plans against them, they passed up the chance to save them- 
selves by using their vast power while they still possessed it. 

The plan to exterminate those who knew the grim secrets of the 
Moscow trials had been worked out by Stalin and Yezhov as thorough- 
ly as if they were preparing a major military operation. As early as 
Seotember 1936 Stalin removed Yagoda as top NKVD man and ap- 

jointed Yezhov in his place. Yezhov ‘brought with him from the Polit- 
Bhuro staff about 300 men who were appointed to subordinate jobs as 
various departmental chiefs in Moscow and in the provinces. Their 
ostensible function was to raise the organization’s efficiency. Actually 
they were there to take over from officials who had already been 
marked for liquidation. 

For some months Yezhov worked with Yagoda’s old officers in 
apparent harmony. He still needed them to organize the second Mos 
cow trial and to train his new men in the arts of Communist inquisi- 
tion, But when the second trial was over he began to move against the 
men who had been Stalin’s acquiescent accomplices in judicial mur- 
der. He summoned them to a conference one evening in March 1937 
to inform them that they had been selected to go to various parts of the 
Soviet Union to check the political reliability of local officials. Yez- 
hov gave them detailed instructions about their new assignments 
and issued credentials written on the stationery of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Party. Only four department chiefs were left at their 
regular posts: Slutsky, chief of the Foreign Department; Frinovsky, 
chief of the Frontier Troops; Pauker, chief of Stalin’s personal body- 
guard; and Redens, chief of the Moscow office and Stalin’s wife’s 
brother-in-law. 

The next day Yagoda’s former deputies and departmental heads left 
on their respective missions. They never arrived. Each was taken from 
the train at the first stop and driven to a secret prison near Moscow. 
Two days later Yezhov repeated the same trick with the assistants of 
the men already disposed of. 

Weeks passed before these disappearances became known to the 
brother officers of the kidnaped chiefs. Meanwhile Yezhov changed 
the guards and all the commanding officers of the NKVD troops in 
Moscow. He feared retaliation so much during this period that he bar- 
ricaded himself in one wing of the NKVD building behind a really 
formidable bodyguard. He ordered mass arrests of interrogators who 


[ the top NKVD officers had stopped during their preparation of 


had taken part in the preparation of the trials as well as of other off 
cers who knew or might learn the secret. They were picked up one by 
one in their offices during the daytime and at night in their homes. 
Many did not await their turn but committed suicide. In the early 
hours of the morning a patrol came to the apartment of Chertok, the 
interrogator who had distinguished himself by his cruel treatment of 
Kamenev. Chertok shouted, “You won’t get me!” and plunged to his 
death from the balcony of his 12th floor apartment. Another, Felix 
Gursky, threw himself out from the window of his office on the ninth 
floor. Two interrogators of the Secret Political Department did the 
same thing. Officers of the Foreign Department whom I met on their 
arrival on special missions in Spain and France told gruesome stories 
of armed patrols scouring the NKVD apartment houses; sometimes a 
knock on the door of one apartment led to the firing of a suicide shot 
in adjacent apartment. 
he NKV D building is located in the very heart of Moscow and the 
spectacle of officers throwing themselves out of the top floors occurred 
in full view of numerous passersby. The news of these suicides spread 
rapidly through the city. The people became panicky because they 
could not understand what was going on, Gradually the mass arrests 
reached out to NKVD branches in the provinces. During the year of 
1937 alone, over 3,000 officers were executed. Among those who per- 
ished in that massacre were Molchanov, who had been in charge of the 
interrogations for the first two Moscow trials, Yagoda’s deputies, 
Agranov and Prokofiev, and all departmental heads of the organization 
in the field as well as at the Moscow headquarters. Yagoda himself was 
executed at the beginning of 1938, a victim of the third Moscow trials. 
The NKVD men I met in France and Spain told me ni 
stories about the fate of the children of the executed men. After their 
parents were shot, the children found themselves on the street. 
Friends and even close relatives did not dare give them refuge for fear 
of bringing trouble on themselves. The children found no moral sup- 
port in school or in any of the “pioneer” organizations. Their class- 
mates persecuted and beat them as the offspring of traitors and spies. 
Dozens of complaining letters came to Stalin’s secretariat from

lieve that Stalin was the most generous uncle in the Boviet Union. 
‘These letters were forwarded from the Kremlin to the NKVD with 
instructions to remove the little petitioners from Moscow. Tears 
must not be seen in the Soviet capital. Foreign journalists were not 
to see the fresh crops of orphaned children, let alone talk to them. 

It was much harder for the orphaned girls than for the boys. 
was told about the fate of one of them by Shpigelglas, deputy chief 
of the Foreign Department of the NKVD, when he visited me in 
Spain. In the spring of 1937 the assistant chief of Red Army Intel- 
ligence, Alexander Karin, and his wife were suddenly arrested and 
shot. The Karins were the Shpigelglases’ closest friends. Their 
only daughter, aged 13, was the best friend of the Shpigelglases’ 
daughter. After the Karins were executed their apartment was 
taken by some of Yezhov’s men and the daughter was turned 
to the street. Trembling with fear, she came to her father’s 
best friend, Shpigelglas. 

“You must understand my situation,” Shpigelglas told me. “I 
loved that little girl like my own daughter. She came to me with her 
sorrow in the same way as she would have come to her father. But 
could I give her refuge? I didn’t have the strength to tell her to 
leave. My wife and I tried to soothe her and we put her to bed. In 
the morning I went to Yezhov’s secretary, Shapiro, and told him 
about the situation. ‘Yes, indeed, the matter is a very delicate one,’ 
Shapiro said. ‘One must find some solution. At any rate it isn’t 
proper for you tokeep her. My advice to you isto try togetrid of her.’ 

"Shapiro’s advice,” Shpigelglas said, “was ac tually an order to 
throw the unfortunate child into the street. My wife recalled that 
the Karins had some relatives in Saratov. I gave the girl money, got 
her a railway ticket and sent her to Saratov. I couldn't look into 
my daughter's eyes. My wife couldn’t stop crying. I tried not to be 
at home. ... 

“Two months later,” Shpigelglas went on, “Karin’s girl returned 
to Moscow and came to us. I was shocked when I saw how she had 
changed: she was pale and thin, her eyes were filled with bitterness. 
Nothing childish remained in her. ‘i handed in an application at 
the Procurator’s office,” she said, ‘asking the people who live in 
our apartment to return my clothes.’ She did that on the advice of a 
man who gave her refuge. ‘I went to the Young Pioneer base,’ she 
said, ‘and | received a certificate saying I had been a pioneer for 
two years. But in return for that the group leader demanded that 
I speak at a meeting of the pioneers and say that I approved the 
shooting of my father and mother. I did it. I ‘said that if they were 
spies, then it was good that they had been shot. But they ordered me 
to say that they really were spies. I said it, but I know that it is a 
lie: they were honest. Those who shot them are the spies!”

'HE annihilation of the old NKVD cadres inside the U.S.S.R. was 

a much easier task than liquidating those who worked abroad. In 
order to destroy the latter it was necessary first to lure them back 
into the Soviet Union. This was a very delicate operation, requir- 
ing considerable tact. The mass executions of their comrades at 
home had created among those ow foreign assignment such grave 
apprehensions about their own fate they might refuse to come 
home when ordered.

To avoid panic among the men stationed outside the Soviet 
Union, Yezhov and Stalin left the home office of the Foreign De- 
partment alone. After the chiefs of all other NKVD departments 
were liquidated, Slutsky, the chief of the Foreign Department, 
survived for a whole year. The idea was to create the false impres- 
sion that the purge was not directed at those abroad. Meanwhile 
Yezhov set up under his personal direction in December of 1936 
a unit called Administration of Special Tasks. It was to carry out 
assignments on foreign soil which could not be entrusted to the old 
h Within the administration were “mobile groups” 
whose job it was to send terrorists into various countries to assas- 
sinate leaders of foreign ‘Trotskyite parties and also kill any old 
NKVD officers who refused to return to the U.S.S.R. 

The recall began in the summer of 1937. Those who had left 
families at home were the first to be summoned because wives and 
children were considered secure hostages. When these officers got 
to Moscow, they usually reported to Slutsky, who would send 
them off for a month’s vacation in one of the southern resorts 
reserved for the highest officials. While on vacation they usually 
wrote cheerful letters to their comrades abroad, who found these 
communications soothing to their nerves. When they returned 
from the south, they would be told that they were being sent for 
illegal work in Lnther country. They were supplied with forged 
foreign passports and on the appointed day they would board the 
train. Their friends would see ikem off—but they never traveled 
far from Moscow. They were taken off the train on the way and 
wound up in a secret prison. 

During the summer of 1937 about 40 officers were recalled from 
abroad on various pretexts. Of that number only five refused to 
come. The first was Ignace Reiss. In the middle of July 1937, he 
sent a letter to the Soviet embassy in France, informing the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Party that he had broken with Stalin’s 
counterrevolution and was “returning to freedom, back to Lenin, 
to his teachings and his cause.” 

Reiss’s break set a dangerous precedent which other NKVD 
officers working abroad might follow. When Stalin heard about it, 
he ordered Yezhoy to have him, his wife and his child killed. 
Stalin was determined to make of Reiss an example to all po- 
tential defectors. 

A “mobile group” from the Administration of Special Tasks 
immediately left Moscow for Switzerland, where Reiss had gone 
into hiding. There Yezhov’s agents were assisted by a certain 
Gertrude Schildbach, who was trusted by Reiss. She helped set 
the trap and in the early hours of September 4 the body of Ignace] 
Reiss was found riddled with bullets on the highway near Lausanne. 

Gertrude Schildbach and the assassins fled so hastily that they 
abandoned their luggage at the hotel. Among her belongings the 
Swiss police found a box of chocolate poisoned with strychnine. 
It was apparently intended for Reiss’s child. 

About two months after the liquidation of Reiss another NKVD| 
operative, Walter Krivitsky, refused to return to Moscow. He 
abandoned his post at The Hague in Holland and went with his 
wife and little boy to France. Yezhov sent off a “mobile group” to 
get him. Krivitsky would not have lived out a month if Soviet} 
agents had not just recently kidnaped General Miller, head of the| 
Military Union of Former Czarist Officers, in broad daylight and in| 
the heart of Paris. The French public was indignant; the govern, 
ment protested strongly to Moscow. Krivitsky was given a body-| 
guard by the French while he was in France, but he did not escape|

When Shpigelzlas entered Frinovsky’s 
spacious room, he saw Slutsky’s body awkwardly slumped in an 
armchair. On the table there were glasses of tea and cakes, Slutsky 
was dead. Shpigelglas immediately suspected that Slutsky had been 
murdered. As calmly as he could he suggested that a doctor be 
called. Frinovsky answered that the doctor had already been there 
and that it was all over. “A heart attack,” he explained, with the 
air of an expert. 

hov ordered Slutsky’s body placed in the main hall of the 
NKVD club, with an honor guard of officers. 

The masquerade backfired. Among the NKVD there were men 
who knew something about medicine and they noticed at once on 
Slu ’s face a discoloration which they took as telltale evidence 
he had been poisoned. 


Next: the army 


N the 11th of June, 1937 the Soviet newspapers published a 
short government communique announcing that Marshal Tuk- 
hachevsky and seven other leading commanders of the Red army 
had been arrested. It went on to say that they would be brought to 
trial on charges of spying for a foreign state, Hitler’s Germany, 
and preparing the defeat of the Red army in a war being plotted 
against the Soviet Union. The following morning the papers an- 
nounced that the trial had taken place and that all eight had been 
executed. The “traitors” had been sentenced to death by a special 
court in which marshals and generals of the Red army sat as judges. 
Not a shred of proof was published to support the charges, 
t is how the Soviet people learned that the celebrated Mar- 
shal Tukhachevsky and Generals Yakir, Uborevich, Kork, Putna, 
Eideman, Feldman and Primakov—only a day before considered 
the pride of the Red army—had been liquidated. 

No one on the Party’s Central Committee and few members of 
the Politburo had any inkling that Stalin was getting ready to wipe 
out the most eminent leaders of the Red army. The first hint came 
a few days before the executions. Stalin summoned an extraordi- 
nary meeting of the Politburo at which the Commissar for Defense, 
Voroshilov, reported that a conspiracy with Hitler had been un- 
covered in the Red army. There was something very suspect about 
this. The members of the Politburo knew that if Tukhachevsky 
and his comrades had really been conspiring, Voroshilov would 
not be the man to make a report about it to the Politburo; he him-| 
self would have been arrested. Furthermore, it was hard to believe

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VICTIMS OF THE THIRD TRIAL 


NICOLA! BUKHARIN ALEXEI RYKOV 


Acknowledged to be the Communists’ most brilliant political theoretician 
after Lenin, Bukharin spent time in Czari and in Siberian exile be- 
fore the Revolution. Afterward he edited the party and government news- 
papers, held important posts in the Comintern, which directed and coordina. 
ed the activit nists in other countries. He first differed with Stalin 
in 1928. Rykov too was a prerevolutionary activist, helped organize the 
Petrograd revolt in 1917. On Lenin’s death in 1924 he became head of 
the government. In 1929 he opposed Stalin on treatment of the peasants 
and was ousted from his posts in the party as well as in the government.

that three of the accused generals would have plotted with Hitler 
in any case: they were Jews. 

After the execution of Marshal Tukhachevsky and the others 
there began a period of mass arrests among the officers of the Red 
army. Each commander who had received his last promotion from 
an executed general fell under suspicion. Every day in every mili- 
tary district of the Soviet Union hundre Red army command- 
ers disappeared, With them to prison went their immediate assist- 
ants and all who were considered their friends. Months “d 
before the military posts vacated by these arrests were filled by 
new commanders. And it often happened that the new commanders 
were arrested in their turn. Discipline fell. The army was so de- 
moralized that it ceased to be a powerful fighting force. It is safe 
to say that had Hitler chosen that moment for an attack on the 
Soviet Union he would have been enormously successful. 

By August 1937 the arrests of Red army commanders had spread 
as far as Spain, where I was then serving. Many of the Soviet com- 
manders attached as military advisers to the general staff of the 
Spanish Republican army were recalled to Moscow and shot with- 
out trial. Among them were Brigade Commanders Kolev and Valua, 
who helped the Spanish government create the Republican army: 
Gorey. brigade commander of the Soviet tank forces, who had 
spent the whole arduous campaign in besieged Madrid as an adviser 
to the Spanish field commander: and Berzin, the bosom friend and 
drinking companion of Voroshilov, who under the name of Grishin 
served as chief military adviser to the Spanish government. Gorev 
was arrested only two days after President Kalinin of the i 
Union had presented him with the Order of Lenin for his out- 
standing services in the Spanish civil war. 

I did everything I could to learn the details of Tukhachevsky’s 
death, but not until October 1937, when Shpigelglas arrived in 
Spain, did I learn that there had been no trial at all and that the 
executions took place secretly on direct orders from Stalin. Shpigel- 

glas told me that immediately after the execution Yezhov sum- 
Fae Marshal Budenny, Marshal Bliicher and other generals to 
a conference. He informed them about the conspiracy and gave 
them a prepared court verdict to sign. The involuntary “judges” 

signed, knowing well that if they refused they would be arrested 
as accomplices of Tukhachevsky. 

How could Stalin allow those commanders who signed the fake 
verdict to know that their colleagues had been murdered without 
a trial? Stalin answered that question himself soon after. Within 
one year the following judges in the Tukhachevsky trial were ar- 
rested and liquidated, one by one: Alksnis, commander of the 
Soviet Air Force; Marshal Bliicher, commander of the Far Eastern 
Forces; Dybenko, commander of the Leningrad Military District; 
Belov, commander of the White-Russian Military District; and 
Kashirin, commander of the North-Caucasian Military District. 
No charges were brought against them, there was no judicial in- 
quiry of any kind. They were just liquidated.

Only two of Tukhachevsky’s judges survived. They were Mar- 
shal Budenny and General Shaposhnikov. Budenny, a former ser- 
geant of a Czarist cavalry regiment, had been Stalin’s crony and 
drinking companion since the days of the civil war. He was an ig- 
norant man devoid of ideals, with a reputation for hard drinking 
and for raping his secretaries. Stalin was not afraid of him. 

Shaposhnikov was a Czarist colonel and monarchist before the 
Revolution. During the first turbulent months of the Revolution 
he witnessed the liquidation of many of his comrades in the offi- 
cers’ corps. He lived in constant fear for his life until Stalin took 
fhim under his wing and made him a bureaucrat in army uniform. 
Stalin had no reason to be afraid of him either. 


Trial number three 


IN this nightmarish atmosphere of executions without appar- 

ent end, plans for a third trial of Lenin’s old comrades were 
going forward, Stalin’s inquisitors approached this one with much 
more self-assurance than they had the first two. Threats now pre- 
vailed over promises as weapons to break the prisoners’ morale. 

There were four prominent defendants at the third trial, which 
took place in Moscow in March 1938: Nikolai Bukharin, former 
head of the Communist International and a member of the Polit- 
buro under Lenin; Alexei Rykov, for a time head of the govern- 
ment after Lenin’s death; Nikolai Krestin: former secretary 
of the Central Committee of the Party; Christian Rakovsky, one 
lof the most esteemed old Bolsheviks, renowned for his services to 
the Revolution, once head of the Soviet Ukraine. 

Seated in the dock next to these celebrated leaders of the Octo- 
ber Revolution was one odious figure whose appearance among 
the arrested friends of Lenin caused a sensation. This was none 
other than Henry Yagoda, the former head of the NKVD who or- 
ganized the first Moscow trial for Stalin. It was he who had used 
inquisitorial torture to force Zinoviev, Kameney and many other 
lold Bolsheviks to sign the false testimony against themselves on 


the cellar of the NKVD with Yezhoy and watched the victims of 
the first trial die with bullets through their heads. Now Yagoda 
was charged with having been one of the closest accomplices of 
Zinoviev, Kamenev and the other Bolsheviks, the very men he 
had tortured and executed. 

Stalin could not have invented a more monstrous absurdity. 
He was forced into it by his desire to disentangle himself from 
the murder of Kiroy, the old crime which he and Yagoda had or- 
ganized as their first step against the old Bolsheviks. Stalin had 
hoped that the secret of Kirov’s assassination would never be 

nown, but the story was circulated in detail among officers of the 

ecret police and by the end of 1936 the fact that the Leningrad 
INKVD had had a hand in the murder became widely known in the 
Central Committee of the Party. 

Stalin was one of the last to learn that his secret had spread so 

far because Yagoda was afraid to report it to him. Yagoda could 
never have forgotten Stalin’s furious shout, “Bungler!”, when 
their original plans on Kirov miscarried, and he would certainly 
have wanted to avoid aggravating him further, 
When Stalin did learn that the real circumstances of Kirov’s 
murder were well known among the top officials of the Party and 
that rumors attributed the assassination to him personally, he 
saw only one way out: admit openly that the murder had been 
organized by the NKVD and blame it all on Yagoda. 

To lose Yagoda meant an enormous sacrifice to Stalin. In the 
course of 16 years during which they worked hand in glove, Ya- 

oda had become his alter ego. Nobody understood Stalin as well 

s Yagoda did, nobody had done as much for him, no one was 
rusted as completely. It was Yagoda who collected for his boss 
compromising information about the highest leaders of the state. 
In his files could be found such varied evidence as a charge against 

ne Soviet statesman of having been an informer of the Czarist 
secret police and an accusation against another that his wife had 
slapped her servant or that she had gone secretly to church on 
Easter to get a holy blessing on her cake. 
Scandals connected with sex were also reported in Yagoda’s 
files. I read a number of them myself. One described how Valerian 
Kuibyshev, deputy chairman of the Council of the People’s Com- 
missars and a friend of Stalin, kidnaped the intoxicated young wife 
of the chairman of the State Bank from a dinner party and disap- 

eared with her for three days, during which time all conferences 
Er the Council of the People’s Commissars which had been sched- 
uled under his chairmanship had to be canceled. Another report

concerned a member of the Politburo, I. Rudzutak, who lured 
away the 13-year-old daughter of the second secretary of the 
Moscow Committee of the Party, got her drunk and then raped 
her. Also in Rudzutak’s file was a report that when he was in 
Paris in 1927 he took a group of Soviet embassy officials and 
their wives for a tour of the famous brothels and distributed big 
tips to the prostitutes 

Yagoda was Stalin’ and ears. To gather information he 
placed microphones in the apartments and country houses of com- 
missars and Politburo members. Thus Stalin could know the ins 
and outs of the highest dignitaries’ personal affairs and their inner- 
most thoughts as expressed in intimate conversations with a friend, 
wife, brother or son. It followed that the members of the Politburo 
and the government hated Y: They could not reconcile them- 
selves to the fact that he could inter- 
fere in the affairs of their Commis- 
sariats or that Stalin had given such 
vast power to a man with no proud 
revolutionary record. ‘Those on the 
Politburo did what they could to 
slight Yagoda and boycott him. They 
even tried to persuade Stalin to re- 
move him on the ground that a 
member of the Politburo should be 
at the head of such an important 
organ of power as the NKVD. But 
Stalin naturally refused to yield that 
lever of his dictatorship. 

Yagoda’s career reached its zenith 
in 1936. In the summer of that year 


he ved the title of General Com 
missar of State Security and ok 
up residence in the Kremlin. ‘That 


meant that Stalin had accepted Ya- 
goda into his small intimate circle. 

‘The Kremlin is an old cluster of 
buildings including a huge palace, 
churches and offices, It was used by 
the Communists as a working center 
from which the Party functionaries 
went home to spacious villas on the 
outskirts of Moscow at the end of 
the day. However there were a few 
small apartments in which the Czar- 
ist palace service personnel had lived 
before the Revolution. Stalin and 
the other members of the Politburo 
took these over. Hence the posses- 
sion of an apartment in the Kremlin, 
even if it were as tiny and stufly 
as a closet. gave an official in 
rably more prestig: 
Reve bad iting ta magnificent 
castle outside the Kremlin walls. 

The vanity which Yagoda displayed during his peak months was 
amazi Although he had already ntroduced a new parade uni- 
form for NKVD officers, he designed another one for the highest 
personnel. This consisted of a white woolen tunic with gold braid, 
light blue trousers and patent leather shoes. Since no patent leath 
er was being manufactured in the Soviet Union, he ordered it 
imported from abroad. The main adornment for this super uni- 
form was a small gilt dirk of the type formerly worn hy Caarist 
naval officers. Yagoda himself wore a special “marshal’s” uniform 
created only for him. 

Yagoda was badly shaken by his arrest, as can be imagined. He 
resembled a beast which has not yet adapted itself to the cage. 
Unable to sleep or eat, he paced the floor of his cell incessantly 
His successor Yezhov soon received a report that Yagoda had bi 
gun talking to himself. Fearing that his prisoner might lose his rea- 
son and hence be lost to the trial, Yezhov asked Slutsky, who was 
then soon to die himself, to visit him occasionally. Yagoda was 
glad to see Slutsky, who expressed sympathy for his deposed chief 
with tears in his eyes while memorizing every word for his report 
to Yezhov. 

Yagoda was not wary with Slutsky. He discussed his plight with 
him freely and complained bitterly ta Yezhov had in a few months 
destroyed the wonderful machine which Yagoda had so painstak- 
ingly built up in the course of 16 years. 

One evening, when Sluts s getting ready to leave, Yagoda 
said to him, “You may put down in your report to Yezhov that I

say that there must be a God after all.” “What?” exclaimed 
sky in surprise, a little embarrassed by the mention 
to Yezhov. “Quite simple.” Yagoda replied hall-seriously, hal 
jokingly, “From Stalin I deserved nothing but gratitude for my 
faithful service; from God I deserved the most severe punishment 
for having violated his commandments thousands of times. Now 
look where I am and judge for yourself: is there a God or not?” 


The favored Bukharin 


N the eyes of those more interested in sensationalism than in 

matters of historic significance Yagoda was the principal figure 
at the third Moscow trial. But to anyone who had even a sli 
knowledxe of the history of the Party and the Revolution, the im- 
portant defendant was Nikolai I. Bukharin, one of the most out- 
standing Bolsheviks and Lenin’s dearest friend. Bukharin had 
remained Stalin’s partner longer than Zinoviev and Kamenev had. 
When those two had been removed from power, Bukharin thought 
that as the acknowledged principal theorist of the Party, he 
would now play first fiddle in the Politburo. But the Party’s 
Right Onposition, or conservative wing, which he headed wa 
outmaneuvered. He lost his place in the Politburo and later was 
expelled from the Party. 

‘The personal animosity between Stalin and Bukharin dated from 
the time Lenin wrote his Testament, in which he recommended 
that Stalin he removed from the post of General Secretary of the 
Party and stated, “Bukharin . . . may be considered the favorite 
of the whole Party.” 

So it was with unbounded, satisfaction that Stalin had Bukharin 
arrested in the beginning of 1937. Though Bukharin’s strength 
had been sapped and he was very gentle by nature. he firmly with- 
d the onslaught of the inquisitors for two months and refused 
to sign anything. But he, like all the others, had a weak spot: his 
family. In 1933, when he was 45 years old, he had met a young 
woman of rare beauty. Although she was married to a handsome 
and charming young man, the pudgy little Bukharin succeeded in 
winning her over and marrying her. When a child was born to 
them, Bukharin was beside himself with jo 

Bukharin was assured in the name of Stalin that if he would 
fulfill the demands of the Politburo his family would not be perse- 
cuted and he himself would get away with imprisonment. To lend 
credence to those promises Yezhov ordered one of the four men 
who got out of the second trial alive. Karl Radek, brought to 
Bukharin’s cell. Though everyone distrusted him, Radek had one 
very strong argument: he himself had put his trust in Stalin's 
promises—and survived. 

Stalin wanted Bukharin, the warm friend and praised disciple 
of Lenin, to confess that in 1918, at the time of the conclusion of 
the Brest-Litovsk treaty with Germany, he had been plotting 
Lenin’s assassination. Bukharin resisted for a long time. But the 
merciless methods of the inquisition and the threats against his 
wife and child finally brought him around to this monstrous admis- 
sion. After long hours of exhortation one night Bukharin agreed 
to sign the confession. 

However, two days later, when Bukharin was asked to sign the

imal draft of his testimony as corrected and revised by Stalin per- 
onally, he was shocked to find that a statement had been written 
n to the effect that he had suspected Lenin of being a German 
igent. This new twist made Bukharin lose all caution. He cate- 
horically refused to sign. He shouted that Stalin wanted to resur- 
rect the old slander that Lenin was an agent of the German 
‘eneral staff and thus put the father of the Revolution himself in 
he prisoners’ dock. 

The NKVD had to reconquer Bukharin once more. Now the 
proved even more difficult. In the end Bukharin held to his refi 
lo resurrect the old German-spy charge against Lenin. Stalin had 
o yield. 

Tn court Bukharin would not admit that he had plotted to mur- 
ler Lenin. He said only that in order to prevent the conclusion of 
he Brest-Litovsk treaty with Germany he had intended to arrest 
nin for a period of 24 hours. Prosecutor Vishinsky asked, “But 
rt Vladimir Ilyich [Lenin] were to resist arrest?” Bukharin re- 
hlied, “But Vladimir Ilyich, as you know, never entered into 
rmed conflicts. He was not a brawler.” 

‘Though he denied having been a German spy or taking part in 
<irov’s assassination, Bukharin laid himself out to save his life 
nd win some tiny chance of once more seeing his wife and child. 
1e branded himself a “despicable fascist,” ‘a traitor to the social- 
jst fatherland” and even defended the trials against the criticism 
hf the foreign press. 

There were 21 defendants in the third Moscow trial and all but 
hree were executed. Bukharin was not one of those who escaped. 

‘Three NKVD officers were responsible for preparing the prison- 
's for this trial. They were Zakovsky, Frinovsky and Berman. 
heir knowledge now became a menace to Stalin’s power. But they 
tould not be liquidated immediately; they had been commended 
oo recently as “true sons of the Party” while their less fortunate 
fellow inquisitors died in the NKVD purge. Therefore Stalin 
promoted” them out of the NKVD into other government posts. 
‘rom there they vanished without a trace. 
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how Vishinsky, now U.S.S.R. delegate to the U.N., saved his 
wobbly career ... how Molotov, now foreign minister, almost 
found himself in the dock at the first trial ... how the dicta- 
tor’s bodyguard amused him with imitations of one of his dead vie- 
tims, Finally, from his own experience with Soviet power poli- 
tics, the author analyzes the situation inside the Kremlin today 
and makes some predictions about this new struggle for control.
